When a burglar wants any partieulu 
tool made he goes to a uiechanie wh 
can do the job, and pays him perhaps 
live times what it is actually worth for 
making the tool and keeping still 
about it. Superintendent Ktbrldgl 
the police department recalls mi 
cases of this kind that have, MM 
light in Boston. One in particular 
curred three years ago, wlien an 
caped convict named Williams wen 
a blacksmith In Roxbury and got him 
to make a lot of drills to be used in safe 
cracking. He personally superin- 
tended the tempering of the steel, and 
when the job was nearly completed it 
leaked out and Williams was arrested. 
In this Instance, the blacksmith knew 
nothing of the use to which the tools 
were to be put, and escaped punish- 
ment. In the opinion of Superintendent 
Elbridge most of the tools used by 
burglars are secured in this way. Tho 
only regular establishment where they 
were made ever discovered in Boston 
was at the West End. This was years 
ago, and tho place was soon broken up. 



EFFECT OF AIR ON COAL. 

Fact* Concerning the. Ventilation of Large 
Quantities. 

A thorough and scientific examina- 
tion made by an English chemist on 
the effect of air and ventilation on 
coal gives tho following results:

The city's public school bill for the 
year named, representing the larger 
part of the expenditure for education, 
was four million dollars. Its amuse- 
ment bill—the sum which it paid for 
its theaters, circuses and other public 
shows— was seven million dollars. And 
its drink bill was sixty million dollars!

The proportion 
holds good, or nearly good, of the 
whole country. What is wasted upon 
drink and lost in speculation and other 
forms of gambling would vastly more 
than double the salaries of all the 
teachers and preachers in the United 
States.

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 17.— The city 
•as wild with excitement Tuesday 
night as a result of a riot precipitated 
by a priest Trouble was feared in case 
the priest attempted to carry out his 
promises. He was urged to come to the 
city, however, to deliver the lecture, ho 
being promised protection. 

It was a determined body of all sorts, 
mostly men and boys, made up of Cath- 
olics and men who were in sympathy 
with the speaker. The address was 
delivered by J. C. McNamara, said to 
be from Rome. He commenced by 
making a rancorous attack on the 
Catholics and the institutions they hold 
so dear. He had not proceeded far, 
however, when he was interrupted by 
hisses from the audience. These only 
seemed to add intensity to the bitter- 
ness in his remarks, and the meeting- 
soon became the scene of a howling, 
exciting mob and broke up in dis.irdui-. 
After the house had been cleared nn 
excited crowd of men gathered on the 
street and waited for the speaker to 
appear-. When he came down from the 
hall he was greeted by yells of derision 
and cries of "Hang him!" 

His friends collected about him. and 
an attempt was made to push a way 
through the crowd which was growing 
larger and more unmanageable every 
moment The police were either un- 
able or did not attempt to clear the 
sidewalk, and it was seen that the 
trouble was bound to occur. 

As the angry mob crowded about 
McNamara and pistols were drawn, 
some one fired into the air. This 
seemed a signal for a general fight 
One man, whose name was not learned, 
was shot, but he was taken away by 
his frienda 

During the general ineloo McNamara, 
the cause of the riot, managed to es- 
cape and is In hiding in this city.

"As a beverage, tea is the ne plus 
ultra for the purpose of brightening 
one's eyesight, hence diligence and 
care should be observed in its prepara- 
tion. It is a matter for regret that the 
manufacturers of Ping Sucy tea have 
been most conspicuous by their absence 
of the above-named qualities. Chinese 
merchants, in their greed for gain, un- 
scrupulously use a paste composed of 
coal dust, glue, sand and gypsum, 
which is mixed with the true article 
and then aold to consumers. Ap a nis t- 
ter of fact, only about 100,000 chests 
should be on the market this year, yet 
the quantity appears to be just as great 
as In the flourishing seasons of former 

years. "

Litti.k Rock, Jan. 17.— Gov. Fish- 
baek has received information that a 
reign of terror exists among the negro 
population of the town of Mack Rook.
